The Tribune, being a very young and 
inexperienced journal, and having 
secured a new press, which it thought 
a pretty plaything, has been playing 
with it for the past two or three days, 
to the manifest detriment of its busi- 
ness. Experience with the difficulties 
which beset new machinery, would have 
dictated to a manager with an ounce of 
brains in his head that he had better 
keep the old press in serviceable shape 
until the new one showed its capacity 
to print the paper.

The improvements re- 
cently made in the matter of coast de- 
fense are reducing the necessity of a 
large navy; and should the dynamite 
air gun lately invented prove a practi- 
cal success, the usefulness of the old- 
time navy would be wonderfully cur-

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ZEBTTERS FROM THE vor. and in no connection with each other, 


The Street-Car Horses. 
OrFICER WRIGHT OF THE HUMANE - 
CIETY SPEAKS His MIND. 

Los ANGELEs, Oct. 5. — [To the 
Editor of Tuk Times.| Complaints 
are made to me, almost daily, in re- 
spect to the overloading of the street 
cars. Especially is this true of the 
Main-street and Agricultural one- 
sorse line. 

Jam tired of the unjust censure cast 
«pon me by many because 1 do not put 
astop to these abuses. Patience in 
this matter has ceased to be a virtue, 
and with your permission I want to say 
something by way of explanation to the 
public. 

am willing and ready to investigate 
‘and prosecute any and every violation 
of law that comes under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Humane Society. But there 
is very littie encouragement for me to 
try to do so when the same parties who 
make these complaints almost uni- 
~versally refuse to aid me in the work. 
If I do not happen to know them they 
‘refuse to give me either thei: names 
or residences. The gentleman who 
wrote a communication to THe TimMEs 
a few days past, and signed himself 
Citizen, would have manifested more 
moral courage had he signed his name 
to his article, or at least iven his 
residence. But no, that wouldn’t have 
done, for in that case I might have 
found him and asked him to come into 

court and tell what he knew about the 
matter of which he was complaining. 
If I had he would doubtless have given 
ma the stereotyped answer: 1 don’t 
‘want to get mixed up in these court

L'art of the blame, 
should in my humble judgment,rest on 
the Council, which passed the ordi- 
pance regulating the number of passen- 
gers to forty on the one-horse*lines, and 
sixty on the two-horse lines. I have 
talked toa great many of the drivers 
and conductors, and withoutan ex- 
from 
twenty-five tothirty is all that one 
horse should be required to haul, and 
not wer fifty for two horses. I trust 
that the Council will, without delay, 
amend the ordinance in accordance 
with the above suggestions. 

In regard to overdriving. that is a 
fault which like ovegoading may be 
remedied by putting on more 
is is an absolute necessity for 
the comfort of the tens of thousands 
Who are coming to visit our city this 

winter. At present I do not believe 
‘that the street-car companies of this 
tity furnish seating capacity for over 
50 per cent. of their passengers. 
ut my observation convinces me 
hat of all the woes of the abused street- 
car horse, that of having almost every 


minute totry and strain and toil to 


start the heavy-laden car is the worst 
and most inexcusable: and who is to 
blame for this? Not the street-car 
companies, for they some time ago 

regulations on all their lines,

-cars ordering their drivers to stop only 
at crossings. This both the poor horses 
and drivers hailed as the day of semi- 
jubilee.

NOTES FROM THE PIRU DISTRICT—AC- 
TIVITY IN THE WHITE MULE. 
CHAMPION Mixk. Pinu MINING Dis- 
Tier, VENTURA CoUNTY, CAL., Oct. 
1, 1887.—[Correspondence of THE 
Times.] After waiting a long time to 


see what the pumpkin-rollers and bean- 


-pullers were going to do with me for 
daring to tell the truth in my other 
‘letter (they having talked of coming up 
to my camp and tarring and feathering 
your humble servant), I again venture 
to send you a few items. Lexington is 
dead; not a man in it. * min- 
ing has also stopped. That pile of rock 
brought down to Los Angeles did the 
business. There is now some show of 
something being done here in the way 
of opening up our mines, as there are 
several parties who are doing actual 
work and not making any noise about 
it—men who are working for what is 
in the ore, and have sense enough to 
know that the days of booming up wild- 
cat have passed and gone. Harper & 
Co. are working on the Esperanza mine. 
They have steam hoisting works and 
are down ninety feet, and now they are 
crosscutting the many veins that run 
north and south. hear they have 
been taking out some very rich ore. 

Mr. O'Connell, who got his leg 
broken at this mine, has got so he can 
go to work again. 

The Milliken Bros. are running a 
tunnel on the United States lode—or 
rather are trying te und it, as it seems 
the top of the lode has been broken off 
and slid down the mountain, perhaps 
for quite a distance. The ore that was 
worked by the other parties paid very 
well, but they lost the ledge and gave 
it up, and now the es who own it 
are men who don’t give up for trifles, 
and they certainly deserve success. 

The Brown ine, owned by Men- 
zies & Hoit, has vast quantity of ore 


in sight. ere are several cuts, and 
one shaft sixty or seventy feet deep, 
also a tunnel in eighty feet, which Mr. 


Menzies is still pushing ahead. This 
tunnel is on the vein, and there is no 
doubt but that he is taking out ore 

ieces of quartz from s m at 
old, it being free and 
easily seen with the naked eye. 

The White Mule Company are work- 
ing on their Mule lode and are down 
seventy-six feet. The incline follows 
the middle vein, which runs from one 
foot to three feet in width, and is get- 
ting richer and richer, Some of the 
ore fairly shines with fine gold. There 
are three veins so far as known on this 
claim. They are from four to eight 
feet apart. The incline is on the mid- 
dle vein, and I suppose that the three 
will soon come together, and when they 
do, look out for a big strike in Piru 
district. 

I would say more about this mine, 
but being somewhat interested in it, 
refrain. 
for winter quarters, and if you come 
up we will give you a night’s lodging.
